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Faculty and Staff both utilize CSUS Health Center

In an attempt to control increasing Workers’ 
Compensation costs, the student - funded heaith 
centers throughout the California State University 
and College system will treat university faculty and 
staff for work - related injuries, according to CSUS 


Director of Student Health Services Suzanne 
Snively 
in a@ report issued March 28, 1980. the 


Chancellor's Office determined that having the 
health centers provide, at cost, employee services 
which are limited to first aid treatment, first medical 
treatment of work injury, diagnosis and prognosis of 
work - connected conditions, arrangement for fur- 
ther treatment, and evaiuation of physical ability of 
injured to return to work, will heip control CSUC 
Workers’ Compensation costs

According to CSUS Benefits Di: sctor Sam Mason 
the Workers’ Compensation Office has changed its 
method of charging fees for the paperwor. handled 
on each case. !n the past, Mason explained, the of- 
fice charged a certain armour: for each check that 
was written which totaled approximately $42 per 
case. Now, he said, Workman's Compensation 
cnarges a flat, one time fee of $120 to simply open a

“The Workers’ Compensation Program fees to a 
Participating facility have now increased quite con- 
siderably,” Snively noted. “Even to file a claim for a 
relatively minor medical bill outside like somebody 
who has a laceration and has to have it sutured agd 
maybe it takes two or three visits for dressing, the 
cost has really gone up.’ 

Because of the increased costs, the Chancellor's 
Office has requested that the University Health Ser- 
vices offer more definitive care of job related injuries 
or acute itinesses, Snively explained 

They set up some stipulations and approved. in 
the last revision of the Health Services Policies. a 
policy which says that Health Services may, within 
some specified limits care for the faculty and staff 
It's not opening it up at aii to anyone who wants to 
come in with any kind of a probiem as it is for 
students,” Snively continued 

In the past, the student supported health centers 
have treated only students for injuries they receive at 
home or on campus and for illnesses. with the 
Stipulation that any faculty, staff or visitor to the 
campus may have emergency first aid care. “Under 
that.” Snively said, “We have seen both faculty and 
Staff for various minor things that happen on cam- 
pus and if they were job related injuries. they would 
be referred out to workman's compensation.” 

Snively added that the amount of faculty and staff 
cases which are treated at the center is ap- 
proximately 50 per year, compared to 250 to 200 
Students per day 
Tne Chancellor's Office also set up a system 
procedures which it claims wil! “provide for :eim- 
bursement of direct costs from the system - wide 
Workers’ Compensation account for approved ser- 
vices provided by the Student Health Center. 
thereby eliminating the need for the camous to 
report certain kinds of work - related injuries or 
ilinesses tc the State Compensation Insurance émmemseniliiee te ee 


and avoiding the incurring of a large claim aa- 
justment fee by CSUC.” 

in addition, the Chancellor's Office claims that 
the expenditures related to the reimbursed service 
to employees will be reflected in the Independent 
Operations program and “will not distort the cost of 
Student Services fee - related health service 
provided to students.” 
Snively explained that. “We bill the Chancetior's 
Office and keep very careful records and we are 
allowed to charge for what we do Then the Health 
Service funds are reimbursed by the Chancellor's 
Office so that the students are not paying for faculty 
and staff work - related injury care 

Before a faculty or staff member can be treated at 
the health center, the emoloyee must acquire his 
Supervisor's approvai, Snively expiained 


“They must bring a medical service report from 
their supervisor indicating that it is a job retated in- 
jury. For exampie. if a secretary slams her finger in 
the file drawer or something, she needs to bring a 


net a ?* 
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medical service order over from her supervisor Say- 
ing she did this on the job.” 

A provision is also made by the Chancellor's Of- 
fice to insure that the treatment of emer, gency cases 
involving work - related injuries of ilinesses is not 
held up by the lack of a compieted Medicai Service 
Order by giving blanket authorization to the Health 
Center to treat such cases. If it is later discovered 
that the emergency treated was not jo!» related, the 
employee will be billed directiy by the Student 
Health Center 

in cases where hospitalization is required, more 
than five visits to the center, or disability wil! be 
referred by the Student Heaith Center to a State 
Compensation Insurance Fund designated 
physician or the employee's personal physician. 

These policies do not apply to employees who are 
covered by separate workers’ compensation in- 
surance policies or are special fund employees in- 
cluding continuing education, dormitory and par- 
king employees

We understand the democratic rights of the ac- _ 


cused to face the accuser. We also feel that every is- 
sue should receive a fair and complete hearing. 

The Executive Committee of the Academic 
Senate did not do that, when they turned down a 
proposal from the university's Appointment, Reten- 
tion, Tenure and Promotion Committee which 
would have allowed unsigned student testimony to 
be placed in faculty personnel files. The proposai re- 
jected was significantly reworded 

That proposal was a half page of double - spaced 
type. The original proposal — the draft of the Sub- 
committee on Student Input — was one - and - a - 
quarter pages of single - spaced type 

That additional type was important and should 
have been considered, for it placed restrictions on 
the unsigned student testimony First, the UARTP 
primary committee under the original proposal 
would have had the authority to determine the ac- 
curacy and reievancy o! anonvmous testimony 


before it was placed in the facuity member's per- 
sonnel fii2 

Furthermore, the proposal said, “should the 
student's testimony be challenged or should the 
faculty member file a grievance, the committee is 
obliged to attach, at that point, the student's name to 
the testimony.” 

Considering the principle, without also review- 
ing the restrictions is not a fair hearing in our 
opinion in fact. every student would not have been 
allowed to present anonymous testimony. The 
primary committee would make the determination of 
a student's jeopardy of his or her name were 
immediately released 

Student input into the UARTP process should be 
encouraged. Who can better judge teaching per- 
formance, than the student in the classroom. When 
the Executive Committee rejects an issue without 
hearing the entire case. we wonder if it wants 
student input. or wants to avoid it

vince Ourselves we are familiar 
Yes, we say to ourselves upon 
hearing of a particularly colorful or 
Skilifully prepetrated deception, 
those poor gullible lumps who fell 
for the newest briliiant-yet-patent- 
pending device are wearing filmy, 
see through cotton, while the rest 
f us have on impervious con- 
sumer armor. On the surface we 
are sympathetic and supportive 
but on that never-ending tape that 
keeps looping around the edges of 
Our awareness, we are recording 
the sound of a superior and wiser 
munchkin, laughing at the duped 
ones. We are usually convenientiy 
forgetful of all the times our little 
munchkin has boen tested. and 
has failed the chailenge 
Lee and Linda would probably 
confound the assurredness of our 
complacent little munchkin. They 
are the kind of peopie - from 
what was observed during a half 
Our visit with them — you would 
went as your advisors when con- 
sidering a business deal or as your 
ride-aiong mechanics when pur- 
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chasing a used car. They took care 
to point out they were excessiveiy 
careful in considering the pitch of 
the salesman who appears to have 
deceived them.
